GEN. SHERMAN IS DEAD. 


The Brave Soldier Hero Has Fought 


His tnst Battle and fagged to 


Ktercat Beat. 


NEwYortK, Feb. 14,—At 4 oVlock 


this mornicg a great change took pl&cs 
in General Sherman's condition aud it 
was believed that he was fast approach- 
ing his end. His family were all sum- 
moned and gathered nbont Ms bedside. 
Those who were present at thathonr 
were Drs. Alexander and Green, Sena 
tor Sherman, P. T. Sherman, Litutbn 
ant Ihaokara, LieutenantFiteh, Private 
Secretary Barrett, Gen. Thomas E *ir 
Mrs. Thackora, Mrs, Firob, Mies Lizzio 
and Miss Rai-hol Sherman, and Mrs 
Colgate Hoyt. At that hour General 
Sherman was feveribh and seemed very 
uneasy and h;s breathing was labored 
and rapid. 
From then until 5:25 there 


was no sign of life abont the house. At 
5:80 Secretary Barrett sent a message to 


Dr. Green, stating that the general had 
bad another relapse and the doctor ar- 
rived at the Sherman mansion immedi- 
ately afterward. Mr. Barrett then oame 
to the door and said to a reporter, "The 
general has just had a very alarming at 
tack and we fear that the end is ap- 
proaching. The trouble is duo to the 
congested condition of his lungs and 
after a violent fit of coughing in whioh 
he seemed to suffer great pain, he had 
an alarming sinking turn. Dr. Alesnn 
der told us to send for everybody, as 
there was no tolling how long he might 
live and now we are waiting for Dr. 
Janeway, who has been telegraphed 
for." 


Mr. Barrett, while talking, seemed to

The news of the death of General

vant came from the house and told the 
officer that the general had passed away. 
Some doubt as to tho authenticity of the 
report was expressed, but the officer said 
it was official. None of the family oame 
from tho house. Word was sent in to 
yonng Mr. Sherman, who returned 
word that he would not be able to give 
out anything about tho death of his 
father for two hours. From Secretary 
Barrett it was learned that General 
Sherman had remained unconscious to 
the last, dying with no visible signs of 
pain. 


The general passed away without 


speaking to any member of his family, 
who were gathered about tho bed. 
The 


four daughters were present and his 
eon, P. T. Sherman, and also the 
attending physicians.

He served 
ic the latter part of tho war against the 
Sominoles in Florida, and was on duty 
in California during the Mexiam war. 
He was macle a captain, but resigned 
his commission in 1853 and engaged in 
banking in San Francisco. He after- 
ward practiced law, and at the outbreak 
of the civil war was superintendent of 
the state military academy at Alesan 
dria, La. He resigned and returned to 
St. Louis, and soon afterward was com- 
missioned colorjol of a regimoit of ia 
fantiy. He was in command of abrig- 
a le at Bull Run, and later was made a 
brigadier general 
of volunteers and 


placol in command in Kentucky. 


General Sherman was nest transfer 


red to the department of the west, and 
was aligned the command of the fifth 
division of the aimy of the Tennessee 
For his work at Shilohhe was especially 
complimented in the official report of 
General Grant. He was next made s 
major general of volunteers, and dis 
tiuguished himself at Memphis, the 
oimpaign of Vioksbnrg aud at Shiloh 
congress thanking him for his services 
iu the Chattanooga campaign. In July, 
1863, he was made a brigadier-general, 
and when General Grant took command 
of the armies of the United States he 
placed General Sherman in charge of 
the military division of fie Mississippi. 
April 10, 1864, he received his final in- 
structions to move against Atlanta. 


The campaign of tho ensuing months 


ending in the capture of Atlanta Sep 
tember 2 and the famous march to tho 
ssa nud the capture of Savannah on 
December 21 are known the world over. 
His march of 300 miles in twenty-four 
days and his opening of communication 
with the United States fleet earned for 
him a second vote of thanks from con 
grew. 


From Savannah General Sherman 


started northward through the Atlantic 
states, compelling tho evacuation of 
Charleston, entering Columbia, captur- 
ing Rxleigh and Goldsboio, Then the 
news oame of the surrender of Lee, and 
hostilities ceased, 


From Jnne 27,1865, to March 3,1869 


General Sherman was in charge of the 
department of the military division of 
the Missibsippi, with headquarters at 
St. Louis, Upon tho appointment of 
Grant as general ho became lieutenant 
general, and when Grant became presi 
dent Sherman attained the rank of gen- 
eral, the highest in the United States 
army. In November, 1871, he made a 
tour of Europe, and was everywhere re- 
ceived with marked honors. 


Iu 1884 General Sherman was at his 


own request placed on tho retired list 
in order that Sheridan might be pro- 
moted to his position. Since that time 


has resided in New York, and has 


enjoyed the rest earned during his dia 
tioguished career aa a soldier.

A Friend to ttio Trust Outlines the 


of the Alleged 


CHICAGO, Feb. 14.— The whisky trust 


magnates, J. B. Greenhut and Adolpb 
Wojluer, who are at present in the city, 
said to day tLftt Ihey knew Mr. Gibson, 
tho secretary of tho trust, to be tho vie 
tim of o conspiracy.

They indicated 
what will be the plan of Gfbson 'a de- 
fence and presented a startling array of 
alleged foots in an attempt to show that 
htt is an innocent man. 


The line of defense can be under- 


stood, if prefaced with the Greenhuts' 
statements, that the Shnfeldt non trust 
distillery has done less business in the 
last six months than in any. other sim- 
ilar period in the last four years, while 
the eales of the trust have very largely 
increased since it organized under the 
Illinois law, and that there was no mo- 
tive for the Iruet to remove the Shu- 
feldt distillery, but plenty of motive 
for Shufeldt to injure the trasr. Points

St. Thomas, one of the West India 


Islands, is a Danish possession, and 
has had a curious history. 
It flour- 


ished in the past only on its own vices 
and its neighbors' misfortunes. 
"When 


it grew virtuous it ceased to be happy. 
Its neighbors' gain proved its own loss. 
Slavery was an institution until 1848, 
and until that time sugar was culti- 
vated with a success that studded the 
thirty-three square miles of the island's 
surface with large plantations and 
handsome mansions. Hut in that fatal 
year slavery was abolished, the colored 
population, which is more than three- 
quarters of the whole, preferred to 
give 
up 
steady 
work, 
and now 


only 
a 
few vegetables, 
a little 


frnit, and some green 
grass are 


cultivated. 
St. Thomas had long 


been a commercial center; the Eoyal 
Mail Company and. other lines had 
made the island their principal ren- 
dezvous for steam packets, and during 
the American civil war commerce re- 
ceived a great but temporary stimulus. 
Unfortunately for St. Thomas, the war 
could not last forever, so trade began 
to decline; and when, in 1885, the 
Royal 
Mail Company removed its 


headquarters to Barbadoes, the death- 
blow was given to the commerce of the 
island. 


It has one town named Charlotte 


Amalie, but the natives insist in call- 
ing it, as well as the island, St. Thomas.

matter to mortar, the idea of whicl 
has created •much amusement among 
the building fraternity, is an extreme 
ly valuable discovery.

place it enable^ brick-laying to be car 
ried on in frosty weather. About twc 
pounds of coarse brown sugar to on( 
bushel of liroe and two bushels of good 
sand wilt make a mortar that will re 
sist frost admirably. Independent!} 
of its frost-resisting qualities inortai 
mixed with sugar is vastly superior t< 
mortar without it. It sets very quick 
ly as hard as cement, makes brickworl 
exceedingly strong and is quite effect 
ive when used with dry bricks.

indoor plastering it also sets hard anc 
quickly. Where portions of the samt 
•wall have been covered in one par) 
with sugared and in another with un 
sugared mortar the latter has rippec 
up directly, when a nail was run ovej 
it, months after the former had becom< 
as hard as stone. The sugar shoulc 
not be added to mortar that is alreadj 
made; it will make it too thin. It it 
necessary to dissolve the sugar in wate; 
first and then add the sugared water t< 
the lime slowly and cautiously. Tht 
mortar should be as stiff as it can bi 
used. For lime washing, one ponnc 
of sugar to sixteen gallons of wate: 
will make it adhere splendidly. Dropi 
of whitewash made with water s« 
mixed, if they fall on the floor or win 
dow or on an iron plate, cannot bi 
washed off, which is a conclusive proo 
of the tenacity of the mixture. 


World's Fairs until now, when Chicago, 
which at that period was little more than 
a straggling prairie village, will close 
the century with what 
promises to 


eclipse all former universal expositions. 


The London Fair of 1851 was all held 


under ono roof. The building, which 
was constructed of iron and glass, was 
1.851 foot long, to correspond with the 
year, and 450 feet wide. This immense 
structure was begun and completed in 
the incredibly short 
space of four 


months, and cost $965,000. 
Over ten 


thousand persons were employed in one 
way or another in the work of construc- 
tion. The exhibition was opened with 
groat eclat on the 1st of May by the 
Queen in person. Prince Albert in an 
address explaining the objects and pur- 
poses of the undertaking. The man- 
agers of this fair secured a profitable re- 
turn, the surplus loft being §930,000. 
The total number of exhibitors was 13,- 
937. The next attempt at an interna- 
tional exhibition was made in Dublin, 
but it was in no sense of the word a suc- 
cess. It was undertaken at tho cost of 
a private citizen, who advanced 5400,000 
for expenses. 
The building was only 


425 feet long, 100 feet wide, 105 high, 
and with its annexes cost 8240,000. The 
number of visitors was 1,150,000, but 
there was not sufficient income to meet 
the expenses. 


!N"cw York had a big exposition in 1853. 


long, :>7 toot wide and 41 feet high, and 
a rotunda or dome in the center 354 feet 
in diameter, being the largest in the 
world at that time. The machinery hall 
was l'.C2.-) feet long and 104 feet wide.

1873, having brought together the most 
completely satisfactory exhibition of in- 
dustrial processes, apparatus and prod- 
ucts that had ever been attempted up to 
that date. The art building was fiOO feet 
long by 100 feet wide.- The department, 
of agriculture was confined to three 
large frame buildings, covering about 
.six acres. Total area of Fair, 286 acres. 
The actual experiments in agriculture 
took place at a long distance from the 
exhibition buildings. Three hundred and 
live acres were appropriated for the 
trials of the reapers and mowers. 200 
were reserved for steam plowing, and 110 
acres for the trials of the ordinary plows. 
For testing mowing machines there were 
available 80 acres of rye. 40 acres of 
wheat, 40 acres of barley. 12 acres of 
grass, and 90 acres of clover. 
For 


threshing and winnowing machines there 
were provided 04,000 sheaves of rye, 32,- 
000 sheaves of wheat, and the same 
quantity of barley. The total coH of the

Sydney and Melbourne, in Australia, 
each indulged in the luxury of a World's 
Fair—the former in 1S79 and the latter 
in 1SSO—but neither hardly deserved tho 
designation of a Universal Exhibition.

Uoston in 1883, confined to other na- 
tions than our own. The total number 
of admissions was 300,000. 


Xo other big fairs were held until 


1889, when Paris again forged to the 
front with the greatest exposition the

has ever seen.

buildings cost a little less than 80,000,- 
000. There woie in all 35,000 exhibit- 
ors of whom the United States had 
1.730. 
The total space occupied was 


173 acres. The laigcst building on the 
ground was tho Machinery Palace, 1,373 
foot long, !0f> foot wide and 100 feet high. 
This building ost ?1,.100,000, and covered 
eleven acres. The Palace of Arts cost 
31,2.10.000. and tho palace of the French 
section rost -M. 150,000, while §500,000 
was expended on the parks and gardens. 
Among thoM- parks were interspersed 
that marvelous collection of dwellings 
representing an Indian dwelling, a street 
in Algiers, houses of Xevv Caledonia, the 
Tunisian minaret, Turkish villagn, En- 
glish dairies. Dutch bakeries, etc. Thorn 
is no question but that the Eiffel Tower 
was the principal attraction in Paris, 
1889. 
Tho total number of admissions 


by ticket between May 0 and Xov. o was 
28,149,353, or moie than three times tho 
number of entrances to the Centennial, 
thus carrying out the steady rule of 
progression in increased numbers which 
all exhibitions indicate, the daily average 
being 137,289. It 
is estimated that 


400,000 people visited the fair on the last 
day, which makes it the largest single 
day in world's fairs.

— Manufacturing Cities Are Growing—

The Census Bureau has recently pub- 


lished the details of the census of the 
State of Xevv Hampshire; and the fig- 
ures afford an interesting comparison 
with those of 18SO. Xew Hampshire is 
largely a manufacturing State, and as 
such it ought to give the protectionists 
an excellent field in which to show how 
protection helps the farmer by develop- 
ing manufactures and creating a market 
right at his doors for his farm products. 


The census figures of tho State, as 


sent out by Kobert P. Porter, show that 
while the population increased 
from 


340,991 to 370..130, or at tho rate of 48^ 
percent., three-fourths of all tho towns", 
or town>hips, in the State have declined 
in population since 1SSO. 
A highly in- 


teresting comparison of the population 
in ten of the twelve counties of the State 
by towns, or townships, is made in the 
following table, showing tho number of 
towns in each county which reports an 
increase or a decrease:

The total space occupied 
in these buildings by exhibitors, includ- 
ing passages, offices and all elso used by

is instructed by a good master, who 
will add to the usual lessons a long 
course of riding without stirrups, and 
who will practice on difficult, fiery 
horses, will succeed in attaining a good, 
firm seat. 


The rider should sit with head erect 


and without stiffness, the eyes must 
be straight to the front, the neck flex- 
ible, the shoulders sloping naturally, 
and the arms, from shoulder to elbows, 
close to the body. This position of the 
arras is absolutely necessary to enable 
the rider to obtain a light hand. The 
forearms should incline forward and 
slightly down, the hands held closed, 
thumbs uppermost. The pressure or 
relaxation of the fingers on the reins 
will control the horse's month. Do 
not sit with the back hollowed and the 
chest swelled out; on the contrary, 
maintain the body upright, but with- 
out rigidity. The tipper part of the 
body will be supported by the buttocks, 
as though the rider was sitting in a 
chair. The legs should hang well 
down, the tliigh-i grasping the saddle 
firmly, with the knees close without 
pressure, the toes higher than the heels. 


The length of the stirrup must be 


proportionate to the length of the legs. 
The correct length is when the sole of 
the stirrups is it line with the heel-top 
of the shoe or boot. By turning the 
ankles in all directions they acquire a 
suppleness which will enable one to 
abandon and resume the stirrups at 
will. To ride well one must be gifted 
with a certain amount of physical 
adaptability. 
Every one agrees" that 


a short, stout man has a greater disad- 
vantage than one rather slim and tall. 
I say rather tall, for it is generally 
thought that to ride one must be tall. 
This is an error. The taller the rider 
the longer his body is, and the easier 
the center of gravity is displaced by 
reason of its elevation. 
Moreover, 


long legs overreach by far the sides of 
the horse, and when the rider is com- 
pelled to use his spurs he must neces- 
sarily bend the knees to shorten bis 
legs, which position is unsightly and 


i bad for the seat. 


^Increase. 'Decrease. 
In the four largest cities of the State

Tho cause of this decline of the farm- 


ing communities of Now Hampshire is 
not far to sock. The farmer Is not pro- 
tected and thoro is no possible way to 
make protection of any general benefit 
to him. 
The manufacturer, on the 


other hand, has his market shut up, 
scaled and delivered to him by a high 
tariff, and, besides, ho usually has a 
trust to help him gather up the tariff 
spoils. 


The rase of New Hampshire is the 


s.amo as that of New Jer>ey, another 
great manufacturing State. 
Last win- 


ter Mr. Franklin Dvo, Secretary of the 
New Jersey State, Hoard of Agriculture, 
was before the McKinley committee, and 
told the high-tariff solons about the 
decay of agriculture in his .State. 
The 


following words from his testimony af- 
ford an interesting comment upon tho 
facts above given in regard to the popu- 
lation of New Hampshire: 


"I think the year President Cleveland 


was elected I was In ono of tho pottery 
establishments in Trenton, and told the 
manufacturer that he was taking all 
our farm hands from us. Ho said: 
'You must pay them the same wages.' 
I "said: -We cannot do it; wo pay a!) 
the wages we can afford to pay at the 
price of farm productions.' Then I 
taid: 
'You arc protected: you know- 


just what you are going to get, what It 
costs to put tho material in shape for 
market, and, consequently, jou know 
what wages you can afford to pay.' 
What labor is loft around Trenton and 
other manufacturing centers now is 
largely a poor class of colored people, 
and now and then Hungarians. 
For 


you know the great tido of travel has 
been westward. 
Moreover, to give con- 


tinous protection to manufacturing in- 
dustries, whereby they have been en- 
abled 
to reap good-paying—and 
In 


many cases enormous—profits, while 
not. equally protecting tho farmer in his 
products has resulted adversely to our 
farmers in several particulars."

to promote the direct shipment of tea 
from China, Japan and the East Indies 
to our ports and thus to encourage 
American shipping. By "places west of 
tho Capo of Good Hope," the old law 
meant London and Liverpool. 


The pros-cut demand for the re-enact- 


ment of this old law comes from a few 
importers of tea, and it is not based on 
the idea of preventing direct importa- 
tion. There is another object in view, 
an object which is frankly avowed. Out 
of a total of 79,575,084 pounds of tea 
imported in 1889, only 4,673.8(54 pounds 
came in by way of England. -Why 
should our importers fear this small 
amount coming from England upon a 
second shipment and in competition with 
the bulk of our consumption which is 
imported direct from China and Japan? 
The answer to this question may be Seen 
from an extract from a recent number of 
Bradttreefs, as follows: 


"Tho stock of tea in this country is at 


present very heavy, and prices are in 
consequence lower here than in England. 
Hence London merchants arc now buy- 
ins tea in New York. Tho promoters of 
the new legislative agitation hope by 
means of it to buoy up prices and pre- 
vent a further decline. But many deal- 
ers have been free to predict that no 
such legislation will bo passed by the 
present Congress. It is claimed by the 
advocates of the measure that under free 
entry London merchants arc able to 
place here large quantities of tea when- 
over the market shows a tendency to 
advance." 


Tho importers of tea who arc pushing 


tho measure in question are wonderfully 
frank. 
They do not talk about "pro- 


tection to American interests," they 
have nothing to say about increasing 
anybody's wages, and do not promise 
that competition in the homo market 
will make tea cheaper to the American 
consumer 
than 
ever 
before. They 


frankly confess that they want this law 
for their own bcnnfit 
When they suc- 


ceed in raising prices here, they will 
have no tea cominjr in from London in 
seven or eight days to bring down prices 
again. China and Japan arc a long 
way off, and if the importers here can 
raise the price of tea it would take con- 
siderable time for other people to got 
cargoes of tea from those countries into 
our ports. Tho few 
importers here 


would meanwhile reap extra benefits 
from higher prices. 
IJtit tho danger of 


quick importations from London must 
bo got rid of; and hence this movement 
ol a small number of tea importers to 
get the law affecting "places west of the 
Capo of Good Hope." 


The Now York Merchants' Review de- 


nounces the whole thing as "nothing but 
a scheme to advance prices when condi- 
tions arc favorable." The AewEngland 
Oroncr of Boston also condemns the pro- 
posed tax in stormy language. 
"It is 


simply im effort,'' it says, "of a few con- 
cerns to dictate to 00,000,000 of people 
where they shall buy their teas, no ques- 
tion of protection being involved. Tho 
whole effect of such a law would be to 
advance teas which would be controlled 
by a few large concerns, while the smaller 
dealer, who can only purchase small lots, 
would have to pay higher prices because 
he would be cut off from purchasing in 
lots to suit his convenience from English 
markets, as ho can do now. Such a law 
will bo an oppression to every retail 
grocer and every consumer in the United 
States of America." 


Let not tho consumer suppose that 


those few importers arc the only men in 
this country who stand ready to tax tea 
and make it dearer to every housewife 
In the land. Some years ago, when it 
first began to bo realized that the war 
tariff was producing revenues In excess 
of tho needs of tho Government, the pro- 
tectionist leaders saw that something 
would have to be done to get rid of un- 
necessary taxation, and at tho same, time 
"save the protective system." Accord- 
ingly, the cry of "a free breakfast table" 
was raised, and off went the duties on 
tea and coffee'. 


Now a now tariff law has been born 


Into this tariff-ridden land. 'It Is a cross 
between Chinese Wall McKinley and 
Reciprocity Ulaine. In this eross-bfcod 
tariff law it is coolly proposed to tax 
every breakfast table In the land again, 
unless tea-producing 
countries shall 


grant us such reciprocal advantages in 
trade as shall satisfy tho President 
This Is reciprocity with a vengeance. 
The tax was removed to lighten the bur- 
dons on our own people. Now our law- 
makers stand ready to relmposo that tax

The Hotchkiss gnn attains greater ac- 


curacy than other revolving guns from 
tbo fact that it is stationary at the, mo- 
ment of discharge, while with the others 
their motion is continuous. This stop 
motion is obtained by the shaping of tbe 
driving-worm which revolves the gun, it 
being so constructed that the inclined 
driving-thread only covers half its cir- 
cumference, the other half of the thread 
being straight. The effect of this is that 
the barrels only revolve during half a 
revolution of tbe worm, and stand still 
during the other half revolution. The 
combination of the mechanism is j-o ar- 
ranged that the loading, liring and ex- 
tracting takes place during V'lis pause.

Hannibal Hamlin is the only living 


ex-Vice President of the United'States, 
and, to bo in his eighty-second year, 
he is about the liveliest old man in the 
country. His tall form is almost as 
erect as ever, svud he walks with a free 
and swinging stride. When he goes 
out on the street he at once attracts 
the attention of strangers. His die.ss 
is a relic of the past. He is almost 
invariably attired in the old-fashioned 
Mack swallow-tail coat, wears a regu- 
lation silk hat and a stock and dickey. 
He has no time for new-fangled no- 
tions in dress. But, although his dis- 
position is still lively, and he loves 
dancing, he is said to hate music.

Chinese -Music.

The musical art of a people who

Even a his"- 
orian of the thoroughness and pro- 
unclity of Arnbros, after devoting 
many pages to an attempt to elucidate 
he Chinese theory, seems willing to 
>elieve the first traveler who sets down 
he modern practice of the art as noth- 
ng but crude, barbaric, unregulated 
loise. 
Crude,

Chinese music certainly is, but not un- 
egulated. Even the little music which 
an be heard on any holiday in the 
Chinese quarters in New York will 
erve to disclose to a discriminating 
ar that it is nothing if not methodical, 
"he difficulty on the part of the his- 
torians has been that they have never 
come in contact with the Chinese, and 
therefore have had to depend on the 
descriptions of travelers and mission- 
aries touching the practical side of the 
art. 
Correctly to apprehend music, 


however, requires special qualifications 
of education and natural gifts, and 
these have been possessed by so small 
a minority of those who have written 
about China that they are scarcely 
worth enumerating.—H. E. Krchbiel, 
in Centum.

tivities of Alexander the Great with 
Statira, the daughter of Darius, some 
of the most famous kitharists, as 
Kathrinos of Methymna, Athenodores 
of Tejos, and others, had to play.

is also known that some of the best 
zither players of those days, like 
Anobeos, received a magnificent re- 
muneration for public appearance—an 
Attic talent i about five hundred dol- 
lars)—being nothing unusually high 
for the 
performance. 
Under 
the 


Eoman Emperors, too, the kithara, 
often changed and improved, flour- 
ished as a fashionable instrument, and 
even as late as 1150 after Christ, the 
Greek Emperor Manuel esteemed the 
famous kitharist, Samotheres Logothe- 
ta very highly because of his art. 


During the following centuries sev- 


eral varieties of zither-like instru- 
ments were in use, such as the cithara 
barbara, the cithara toutonica, and the 
paslterium in Germany and adjoining 
countries, the crowt in England and 
Scotland, and the varginale or clari- 
chorditm later on—about 1500. The 
latt»r, together with the p.salter, was 
popular in nearly all European coun- 
tries, and it was really not until tho 
time that the forerunners of the pres- 
ent piano, tho spinet, etc.. came into 
general use—about tho end of the last 
century—that the zither went out of 
date.

It was a magnificent audience that 


Dr. Wells faced when he arose last 
evening in tho pnlpit of the First Pres- 
byterian church to preach the last ser- 
mon of the third week of his evangelis- 
tic work ia this city. 


Ho took his teit from the 23rd verse 


of the 6th chapter of Eomans, 
"Tbe 


wages of sin is death." The word 
wages, he said, used in the text, meant 
in early times, in the Boman empire, 
the pay that the Koman soldier received 
for his military service, and Paul used 
it in the part of the verse quoted above 
to express God's dealing with pinners. 
The wages of sin is death. It is the pay 
that comes to one who has sinned 
against God. Men accuse God of being 
nn jnst when 5peaki6g of this penalty 
that is dealt out as a consrqnence of sin, 
fo'getting that it is the sinners wages— 
something that he has earned by his 
own acts. It is the wages that accrues 
to him by reason of his sinning against 
God. 


What are some of the things which 


sin has earned for its victim? The doc- 
tor answered tie question at some 
length. First. The sinnertas incurred 
the disapproval of God. By sin, the 
race of Adam has fallen and the sinner 
has made himself loathsome to God. 
He has robbed God of affection, of a 
past life which might have been useful 
and of talents which he has been given 
and which he might have used in His 
service. Instead of that the sinner has 
given all thase to the devil. 


Second. The sinner has disappointed 


God's plans. He gives to every man 
and woman a mUsion in life and the 
sinner has defeated God's purpose in 
creating him. 


3rd. The sinner has outraged God's 


mercy. God sent His son into the world 
to redeem fallen man, snd the sinner has 
defied His offers of salvation and cast 
them beneath his feet. 


4th. Sin earns to its victims the pen- 


alties of the law. When a man sends a 
bullet crashing into the brain of his 
fellow man tbe law deals out to the 
criminal, death. So it is with a viola- 
tion of God's law. 


5th. 
Bin earns to its victims the exe- 


cution of tbe penalty of the law. When 
a man commits murder and the death 
penalty is it dieted upon him, (vesayit 
is right. For a life of sin, for despising 
His offers of salvation, for resisting His 
pleadings, God says the wages of bin is 
death, and when the sinner stands at 
tbe bar of Gcd and hears the word 
"depart," he can not but admit that his 
sentence is just and his punishment 
deserved. 


The doctor then drew some vivid 


word pictures of the ruinous, flighting 
effects of sin. The first touched was 
two fccenes in the life of a man whom i 
intemperance had claimed as its victim.

If yon would be happy in this life and 
the life to come, turn your back on sin, 
take Christ as your Saviour and there 
will come to you joy and happiness.

At this season of the year when we are 


so familiar with tin; snow, those frozen 
vapors, those falling blossoms of the 
sky, those white angels of tho atmos- 
phere. thi)<e ]mr-ins of tho storm, thosa 
iJ.ads and Odysseys of tho wintry tem- 
pest, I turn o\er tho leaves of my Bible 
and— though most of It was written in a 
clime where MIOAV seldom or never fell — 
I lind many 
of 
these congelations, 


Though the writers may seldom or never 
have felt the fold touch of tho snowflake 
on their cheek, they had in sight two 
mountains, tho tops of which were sug- 
gestive. 
Other kings sometimes take off 


their crowns, but Lebanon and Mount 
Hermon all the year round and through 
the ages never lift tho coronets of crystal 
from their foreheads. 


The lirst time we find a deep fall of 


snow In tho Bible is wuere Samuel do- 
scribes a fight between lionamli and a 
lion in a pit, and though tho snow may 
have crimsoned under tho wounds of 
both man and brute, tho shaggy monster 
rolled over dead, and the giant was victor. 
But the snow is not fully recognized in 
tho Bible until God interrogates Job, the 
scientist, concerning its wonders, saying, 
"Hast thou entered into tho treasures of 
tho snow?" 


rather think that Job may have ex- 


amined the snowllako with a microscope; 
for, although it is supposed that the mi- 
croscope Was invented long after Job's 
time, there had been wonders of glass 
long before the microscope and telescope 
of later day were thought of. So long 
ago as when tho Coliscuin was in its full 
splendor. Nero sat in the emperor's bos 
of that great theater, which held a hun- 
dred thousand people, and looked at the 
combatants through a gem in his finger- 
ring which brought everything closo up 
to his eye. 


Four hundred years before Christ, in 


the stores at Athens, were sold powerful 
glasses called "burning spheres," and 
Layard, the explorer, found a magnify- 
ing glass amid the ruins of Nineveh and 
in 
the palace of Nimrod. Whether 


through magnifying instrument or with 
unaided eye I cannot say, but I am sure 
that Job somehow went through the gal- 
leries of tho snowflake and counted its 
pillars and found wonders, raptures, 
mysteries, theologies, majesties, Infiini- 
.ties walking up and down its corridors, 
as a result of tho question which the 
Lord had asked him, "Hast thou entered 
into the treasures of the snow?" 


Oh, it is a wonderous tneteorl Hum- 


boldt studied it in tho Andes, twelve 
thousand feet above the level of tho sea. 
De Saussiiro reveled among these meteors 
in the Alps, and Dr. Seoresby counted 
ninety-six varieties of snowflako amid 
the arctics. They are in shape of star?, 
In shape of coronets, in shape of cylin- 
deres; are globular, are hexagonal, ara 
pyramidal, 
are castellated. 
After a 


fresh fall of snow, in one walk you crash 
under your feot Tuillerics, Windsor 
castles, St. Paul's, St. Peters, St. Marks, 
cathedrals, Alhambras and Sydenham 
palaces innumerable. I know it depends 
much on our own condition what impres- 
sion the flying meteors of tho snow 
tnade. 


I shall not forget two rough and un- 


pretending wood cuts which I saw in my 
boyhood side by side; ono a picture of a 
prosperous farmhouse, with all signs of 
comfort, and a lad warmly clothed look- 
ing out of the door upon tho first flurry 
of snow, and his mind no doubt filled 
with tho sound of jingling sleigh bells 
and the frolic with playfellows in the 
deep banks, and he, clapping his hands 
and shouting, "It snows! it snows!" The 
other sketch was of a boy, haggard and 
hollow eyed with hunger, looking from 
the broken door of a wretched home, and 
seeing in the falling flakes prophesy of 
more cold and loss bread and greater 
privation, wringing his hands and with 
tears rolling down his wan cheeks, cry- 
ing, "Oh, my God! it snows! it snowsl" 
Out of the abundance that, characterizes 
most of our homes may there go speedy 
relief to all whom this winter finds In 
want and exposure. 


And now I propose, for your spiritual 


and everlasting profit, if you will accept 
my guidance, to take you through some 
of those wonders of crystallization. And 
notice first God In the littles. Yon may 
take alpenstock and cross the Mer do 
Glace, the sea of Ice, and ascend Mount 
Blanc, which rises into tho clouds like a 
pillar of the grufet White throne; or with 
arctic explorer ascend the mountains 
around the north pole, and see glaciers a 
thousand feet high grinding against 
glaciers three thousand feet high. 
But 


I will take you on a less pretentious 
Journey and show you God in tho snow- 
flake. There is room enough between 
Its pillars for the great Jehovah to stand. 
In that one frozen drop on the tip of 
your finger you may lind the throne room 
of tho Almighty. I take up tho snow in 
my hand and see the coursers of celestial 
dominion pawing these crystal pave- 
ments. 


The telescope is grand, but I must con- 


fess that I am quite as much interested 
In the microscope. The ono reveals tho 
universe above us; tho other just as 
great a universe beneath us. But tho 
telescope overwhelms me, while tho 
microscope comforts me. What you 
want and I want especially is a God in 
littles. If wo wero seraphic or arch- 
angelic in our natures we would want to 
study God In the great; but such sma.ll> 
weak, short-lived beings as you and I are 
want to find God In the littles. 


When I see tho Maker of the universe 


giving Himself to tho architecture of a 
snowflako, and making its shafts, Its 
domes, Its curves, its walls, it irradia- 
tions so perfect I conclude JIo will look- 
after our insignificant affairs. 
And if 


we are of more value than a sparrow, 
most certainly we are of more value 
than an inanimate snowllake. So tho 
Bible would chiefly Impress us with God 
in the littles!. It does not say, "Con- 
sider the clouds," but it says, "Consider 
the lilies." It does not say, "iiehold the 
tempests!1' but "Behold tho fowls!" and 
It applauds a cup of cold water and tha 
widow's two mites, and says tho hairs of 
your head are all numbered. Do not 
fear, therefore, that you are going to bo 
lost in the crowd. Do not think that be- 
cause you estimate yourself as only ono 
BiiowOako among a three-days' January 
snow storm that you will bo forgotten. 
Tho birth and death of a drop of chilled 
vapor is as certainly regarded by tho 
Lord as the creation and demolition of a 
planet. Nothing is big to God and noth- 
ing is small. 


And it is high time that wo find this 


mighty realm of God close by and under 
ourown little linger. To drop you out 
of his memory would be to resign his om- 
niscience. To refuse you his protection 
would be to abdicate his omnipotence. 
When you tell mo that ho is tho Goa of 
Jupiter, and tho God of Mercury, and 
the 
of Saturn, you toll mo some- 
vast that I cannot comprehend 
if you tell mo ho Is tho God of 
flake, you tell me something I 
arid measure and realize. Thus

During a soon 
storm let an apothecary, accustomed to 
weigh most delicate quantities, bold hlf 
weighing scales out of the window and 
et one flake fall on the surface of th< 
cales, and it will not oven make it 
retnblo. 
When you want to express ex- 


treme triviality 
of weight you say, 


'Light as a feather," but a snowflake 
s much lighter. It 1$ just twenty-four 
lines lighter than water. And yet the 
accumulation of these flakes broke down, 
a few days ago, in sight of my house, siz 
elegraph polf-s, made helpless polic* 
and lire departments and halted rail 
jafns with two thundering locomotives. 


We have already learned so much ol 


ho power of electricity that wo have be- 
come careful how wo touch the electric 
irire, and in many a case a touch has 
>een death. But a few days ago the 
now put its hand on most of these 
wires, and tore them down as though they 
were cobwebs.

Like 
a sponge, every flake absorbs unhealthy 
tascs. Tho tables of mortality in Now 
York and Brooklyn immediately lessened 
when the snows of last December beean 
to fall. Tho snow is ono of tuo grandest 
and best of tho world's doctors.

Busy Mischief-Makers. 


FEE disappearance 


of a mischievous 
bird has delighted 
the people of a vil- 
lage in Connecti- 
cut. Some months 
ago, a tame crow 
which located it- 
self at Chaplin an- 
noyed the citizens. 
It seemed to be 
possessed bj a 
spirit of mischief. 
It would kill chick- 
ens, uproot flowers 


_ 
and pick the fruit 


off trees. If it saw a window open it 
would fly into a room, peck at the pic- 
tures, tear books and pacers to piece, 
and if.it noticed any light article that 
pleased its fancy, would carry it away 
and bury it. The loss of several valu- 
able rings and 
sleeve-buttons was 


charged to the account of the crow. It 
seemed to have a particular fancy for 
following the village doctor, often to the 
good man's annoyance, as he did not 
deem it exactly proper to be followed 
about by a bird of ill omen when visit- 
ing sick people. 
Several times he has 


been obliged to turn about and drive 
home when he has seen the bird flying 
along with him, so sensitive were his 
patients to the presence of the bird. 
Last week a flock of crows flew over the 
village, and the pest of the village 
joined them on their way south. No 
inore fervent wish has been expressed 
in the community in a long time than 
that the miserable mischief-maker may 
never find its way back again. Why 
the good people did not put an end to 
their annoyance by shooting the crow, 
does not appear. That would seem to 
have been the most simple and effective 
way of acting toward a bird "possessed 
by the spirit of mischief." The prob- 
lem is more complicated when that 
spirit enters into a man. The best 
method in that case is for the com- 
munity to pray that God will change 
his nature. 
"We know that the Spirit of 


God can do that with the worst, even 
with those of whom Solomon said: 
"They sleep not except they have done 
mischief and their sleep is taken away 
unless they cause some to fail." (Pror, 
iv:lG.)— Christian Herald, 


The Oriental Sherbet-Seller. 


In Jerusalem, Damascus, and other 


cities the Oriental sherbet-seller may 
be seen on any of the streets. He is 
generally an Arab, or of mixed race in 
which 
Arab 
blood 
preponderates. 


Strapped to his shoulders is a lareg bot- 
tle, or earthenware jar, or a goat-skin 
containing the means of assuaging 
thirst. In very dry seasons he can find 
a ready sale for plain water, and when 
water is more plentiful, he fills his re- 
ceptacle with sherbet or lemonade. He 
lengthens the spout of his jar by the 
simple contrivance of fixing a tube to 
it, and by bending his shoulders he can 
fill the cup without taking the jar 
from his back. The dexterity with 
•which he performs this feat without 
spilling his stock-in-trade is extraordi- 
nary and is acquired onlv by long prac- 
tice. 


To the American traveler the specta- 


cle of a people so buying a drink of wa- 
ter or sherbet on the street is a strange 
one, and there are other scenes which 
indicate that now, as in Bible times, 
there is a scarcity of -water that is an 
important consideration 
in Oriental 


life. Numerous Scriptural allusions 
acquire greater significance when this 
fact- is realized. Evidently it was the 
custom in ancient times to fetch the 
water for the supply of the household 
from a considerable distance. 
K,e- 


bekah, though the daughter of a man of 
substance, was engaged in this occupa- 
tion when Abraham's servant saw her. 
(Gen. xxiv, 16.) When Jesus sent His 
disciples to prepare the Passover they 
were told that they would meet "a man 
bearing a pitcher of water." (Mark xiv, 
13.) 
The possession of a well was then 


a matter of some moment as is proved 
by the formality with which Abraham 
had his ownership of a well attested. 
(Gen. xxi, 30.) Isaac's contentions 
about his wells (xsvi, 19-22.) is also an 
evidence of the same kind, and it is 
mentioned later on as a fact of special 
distinction about a.man that he "had a 
well in his own court" (n. Samuel xvii, 
18.) 
To Oriental ears, therefore, a 


meaning we cannot fathom would be 
attached to such an invitation as that 
of Isaiah, "Ho every one that thirsteth, 
come ye to the waters" and to the char- 
acteristic which John noted in the Ce- 
lestial city that there was "a river of 
the water of life, clear as crystal." But 
in those lands, as in this more highly 
favored one, the blessing which watpr 
symbolizes, that living water whereof 
if a man drink he shall never thirst, it 
neglected, and, though it is offered 
freelj and without price, men will not 
drink of it—Christian Herald.

Automatic Time Kccordrr. 


A device has been perfected for re- 


cording time automatically. It fills a 
want that has long existed in factories, 
shops and stores, where a faithful 
register of the time at which employes 
begin aud leave their work is all-im- 
portant both to the employer and the 
employed. 
The 
method" heretofore 


adopted, the employment of a special 
time-keeper, is open to the objection 
thatitoiot only entails expense, but 
also gives rise to frequent disputes as 
to the accuracy of the time-keeper's 
record. The new system practically 
makes every man his own time-keeper. 
Each workman is given a number, and 
when he goes to work he takes his key 
from the keyboard, inserts it in the 
keyhole of the recorder, turns it half 
wfty round, takes it out and passes in 
to his work. This action records on 
the paper ribbons within the machine 
the number of his key and the exact 
time of day. If it is desired to register 
when going out the workman holds 
down the lever on the outside of the 
recorder while registering, 
which 


prints a star in front of the record. It 
is said that one hundred men can thus 
register within five minutes, and the 
time of each employe can be read off at 
a glance, without a chance of a mis- 
take. The slips of paper can be re- 
moved daily, twice a day or weekly 
and filed away and the workman's time 
is practically in his own handwriting, 
but is entirely beyond his control. 
There is no possibility of one man 
registering for another, as a bell rings 
when each register is recorded, so that 
A man registering twice could be easily 
detected. An additional 
safeguard 


against abuse or tampering is that the 
recorder is supplied with a device by 
which the key, after a partial Wrn, 
is locked in *nd cannot be taken oat 
until it registers. The machine is the 
Most complete and effective apparatus 
yet devised for the purpose.

They are little 
like the better 
moiety of Amori< 
cans. 
They ap- 


pear to have the 
most b o u n t i f u l 
health, and they 


certainly do possess the loveliest com- 
plexions imaginable. 
The Indian fe- 


males of Alaska, who cover their faces 
with a thick black mixture of soot and 
grease in order to preserve their beauty, 
may have the most perfect complexions 
as they boast, but until there is another 
evidence than their assertion the palm 
must certainly go to the English. 
Even 


in Whitechapel, or among the peasant 
or fisher girls, you will see cheeks like 
the sides of peaches, while among the 
London beauties the faces are like ivory 
suffused with the tinge of rose leaves. 
We bake our faces in overheated houses 
at least six months in the year, and if we 
expose them it is to violent heat or sud- 
den changes. They live at home in such 
discomfort that the best way to get warm 
is to get out of doors and walk. The conse- 
quence is that they are born with a fond- 
ness for open air and open-air exercise, 
and alwaws in a climate moist and pro- 
ductive of the most superb animal and 
vegetable development. 
But it seems 


to mo that the finest English women 
fall far short of our mark. Big, bony, 
heavy women — too tall, and big and 
heavy— they carry shoulders as dispro- 
portionately wide as the sails of a wind- 
mill, and then pinch their waists to a 
degree our women never approached. 
They lack the graceful, oppulent curves 
of the perfect women. I never fully 
realized this until I went to France", 
where the women are often goddesses. 
Then I knew that I had not seen in all 
England a half-dozen such women as 
abound in America and Paris. 
It was 


not until I went to Paris that I realized 
the fact that English women lack not 
only rounding outlines, but that they 
fail of being "stylish," and that they 
are wanting in gracefulness.

the English young girl or "miss," she 
is next door to a chrysalis — without wit, 
or spirit, or originality, individuality, or 
independence; an appendage to her 
parent; a dead weight upon whatever 
company she is led into ; a pulseless, 
milky-eyed, animated identity ; she lives, 
she moves, she has her being— that is 
all.

BREAKING IN COLTS. 


THE SYSTEM OF TO-DAY AND 


THAT OF FORMER,YEARS. 


Cruel Then, 
Kind Now—What a 


Well-known Horse Breeder Says 
on the Subject—Training Begins 
Almost from Birth. 


The ways and means of breaking a 


young colt to saddle or harness have un- 
dergone radical changes during the past 
generation. A few years ago the break- 
ing of a young colt" was atteuded with 
downright cruelty. It usually took sev- 
eral months to reduce a spirited animal 
to subjection. About the first lesson the 
colt that was unfortunate enough to have 
been born a generation ago was taught, 
was to get used to a bit and curb. A 
rough bit, larger and strongei than those 
in ordinary u^e, w.is usually '•elected for 
the purpose. This \\a* placed in the 
colt's niouthfor the first time, as a matter 
of course, with difficulty. 
The head was 


reined tightly buck, cruelly so, to a stout 
surcingle. The animal was made to 
suffer this toiture for several hours a day 
for the first few -necks after the breaking- 
iu process had been begun. Along line 
was then attached to the bridle which 
held the bit and curb m place. The line 
was usually about fifty feet long. 
The 


colt was then taught" by the aid of a 
whip in the hands of a man, usually on 
horseback, to run round a circle or ring. 
One man held the line while another 
manipulated the whip. When the colt 
showed signs of subjection he was taught 
to carry a weight on his back, if the colt 
was meant for riding purposes. If the 
animal was to be broken to harness only, 
a regular harness of more than usual 
strength "was placed upon him. With 
this new indignity the young horse was 
made to trot around the ring until 
thoroughly subdued. 


A pair ,pf reins were attached to the 


bridle during the last part of the circus 
ring portion of the coit's education. 
These were held bv the man on horse- 
back. The colt was thus gradually taught 
the use of the bit arid reins.

The Batik of Frauce. 


Without entering into a lot of tech- 


nical details that would be interesting 
only to financial men, it may be said 
broadly that the Bank of France, al- 
though nominally a private banking- 
house, is in reality s semi-official insti- 
tution for the reason that its operations 
are made under State control, because 
it has made the monopoly of issuing 
bank bills. The single fact that the 
bank issue the French 
greenback 


(which is blue and rose) makes the 
average citizen believe that the institu- 
tion belongs to the Government, and 
he has the same confidence in it that 
he has in the Government itself. Busi- 
ness men know that it is a private bank- 
ing company, but they are certain that- 
the State, which appoints the Govenor 
and deputy governors, would not al- 
low it to fail, and that behind its nomi- 
nal capital of 182,500,000 francs furn- 
ished by the stockholders, there is thi 
fortune of Frauce. 


The bank discounts commercial paper 


on short time, not exceeding three 
months, and advances money on securi- 
ties deposited. 
Its credit, however, is 


not directly accessible to small trades- 
men, because it requires all discount 
paper to have three signatures. Tlius, 
business men are often obliged to .have 
recourse to an intermediate banker; 
who discounts their notes aud then, 
after adding his own signature to the 
two already on the paper, sends it to 
the bank, which rediscounts it. The 
bank loans on a very limited number 
of securities. For example, it makes 
advances on French railway bonds, but 
not on foreign railway stocks. 


The management of the bank is en- 


trusted to fifteen regents and three 
examiners, who, with the Governor and 
two deputy governors, form what is 
called the administrative council. This 
board of directors, as a Jvew Yorker 
would say, meets once a week, fixes the 
rate of discount—which rarely varies 
from 8 per cent—and decides upon 
all questions concerning the bank's 
transactions. The Governor has a veto 
power over all the decisions. Unlike 
the Bank of England, which is limited 
in its issue of bank notes to about 889,- 
500,000 francs, the Bank of France can 
issue bills to the amount of 3,500,000,- 
000. The aggregate circulation at the 
present time is about $617,000,000. 
The shares of the bank, the par value 
of which is 1,000 francs, are now worth 
4,365, and pay nearly 4 per cent, divi- 
dend.

stacle to be surmounted in the education 
of a colt to the use of either saddle or 
harness."—[New York Evening Sun.

The Manntacture of Matches. 


The operation of making matches 


from a pine log may be divided into 
four heads, viz., preparing the splints, 
dipping the matches, box-making, and 
filling. When the timber is brought 
into the cutting room of the factory it 
is seized upon by a gang of men, who 
place it before a circular saw, where it 
is cut into blocks fifteen inches long, 
which is the length of seven matches. 
It is tken freed of its bark and taken to 
life turning-lathe, where, by means of a 
special form of fixed cutting-band run- 
ning its entire length, a continuous 
tool, the thickness of a match is cut 
off. As the block revolves and de- 
creases in diameter, the knife advances, 
aud a band of veneer of uniform thick- 
ness is obtained. As the veneer rolls 
off the knife it is met by eight small 
knives, which cut it into seven separate 
bands, each the lergth of a match. By 
this one operation, seven long ribbons 
of wood, each the length and thicknesss 
of a match, are obtained. These are 
then broken into pieces six feet long, 
the knotty parts removed, and they are 
then fed into a machine which looks 
and acts like a straw-chopper, which 
cuts'them into single matches. The 
machine cuts 
150 bands at 
the 


same time, and a mechanical device 
pushes thr.:a forward the thickness of a 
match at each stroke of the cutter. 
This littlij machine with its one sharp 
knife can out over 10,000,000 matches a 
day. 
l;rom the cutting 
room the 


splints are taken to the dry room, 
where they are placed in revolving 
elrums, which absorb all the moisture 
the aplints may contain. They are 
then prepared for the dipping process, 
which is a very important operation, 
as 
each 
splint 
must 
have 
suffi- 


cient space to 
be 
fully 
coated, 


and 
yet 
not 
placed so close to 


the others as to cause the mixture to 
clot the heads of the other splints. To 
do this they are placed under nn in- 
geniously constructed machine, which 
seems to work with almost human in- 
telligence, and are caught up and 
placed closely, but at regular intervals, 
into a dipping frame. These frames 
contain forty-four movable laths, and 
between each lath the machine places, 
with clock-work regularity, fifty splints, 
making over 2,000 splints 
in each

Something About .Sharks. 


To most persons a shark is a shark, 


as a mackerel is a mackerel. Yet more 
than 1-10 species of this creature have 
been classified already, and doubtless 
others yet remain unnamed, if not un- 
known. Though some species, even of 
the largest, are comparatively harmless, 
the shark is of all creatures which swim 
the seas the most hated and dreaded by 
bailors. This is a cose when an opea 
countenance does not inspire confi- 
dence, says a writer in the Youth's 
<'omj>anion. 


No general description will apply to 


all the species of the animal; but there 
are certain characteristics which make 
it easy to recognize the shark when- 
ever seen. 


The characteristic which will make 


the deepest impression, if opportunity 
is given, is the tooth. A single shark 
month has sometimes six rows of teeth 
in the upper jaw and four iu the lower. 
Usually they are in the form of on 
isosceles triangle—sharp-pointed, some- 
times straight, sometimes curved, some- 
times smooth, and sometimes serrated, 
or iu the form of a saw's teeth. To these 
are attached muscles, by means of which 
the teeth are made to stand erect when 
the shark is about to seize his prey. 
At other times they lie fiat in the 
mouth. 


The teeth of many living species are 


quite large, but even the largest are 
small in comparison with those of-some 
gigantic fossil shark. I have a tooth, 
given me by a fisherman who procured 
it at Cape Brenton, which is four and 
one-half inches across the base, while 
the slant height is about sis inches. It 
is supposed that the species from which 
it came was at least seventy-five feet in 
length. What execution" a full set of 
such teeth must have done! 


But the most striking characteristic 


of the shark is the tail, which is very 
muscular and peculiar iu shape. 
The 


Upper lobe is usually much longer that 
the lower, and is scythe-shape. Tho 
tail is the animal's chief propelling in- 
strument, arel is powerful enough to en- 
able its possessor to swim with great 
rapidity. 


The so-called backbone of the shark 


h not true bone, but cartilage, and this 
fact establishes its relations to the saw- 
fish. The body of the shark is cylind- 
rical in form, tapering toward the tail. 
It lias no scales, and its skin is as rough, 
as sandpaper, instead of which it i« 
sometimes used. Under the name of 
"shagreen" this substance is used to 
cover boxes, instrument cases, and the 
handles of swords. The snout of some 
species is very pointed in which case 
the nostrils are" half-way between the 
point aud the mouth. 


Unlike most fishes, the shark has not 


gill covers, but breathes through five 
slits on each side of the head. 
The 


action of the heart is very slow, in 
some epesies beating only about eight 
times in a minute. This makes it 
tenacious of life, even when severely 
wounded. 


Sharks have power to scent their food 


from afar, and the smell of blood serves 
gratly to increase their ferocitv. A 
favorite food with them is the cuttlefish, 
but they are far from being fastidious, 
and seem ready to appropriate not only 
everything edible, but some things 
which are not. 


Abstract Numbers. 


It is not easy for children to conceive 


of numbers apart from sensible objects. 
For this reason our elementary books 
in arithmetic present pictures of the ar- 
ticles named. 
The child learns to add 


and subtract simply by counting. 
Such 


a practice has its place in instruction, 
but is apt to be carried too far. The 
result is the ridiculous habit of count* 
ing one's fingers in the work of arith- 
metic. The Wallachian peasant is said 
to perform all his multiplications above 
four times four by this method. 
It is 


evident from the" word which we use 
for the several figures, digit, that they 
originally represented so many fingers. 


This circumstance affords a reason 


for the decimal system of counting. 
The highest number that could be ex- 
pressed by a show of fingers was ten. 
Ws know that an early system of count- 
ing was by fives, or by the single hand. 
Perhaps our duodecimal system of 
counting by twelve, or the dozen, grew 
aut of the practice of counting the two 
bands together with the ten fingers. 


The score, or twenty, was a primitive 


assemblage of fingers and toes. 
It 


came into use at a time when people 
went barefoot. 
The French use this 


method in forming their tens; four twen- 
ties is French for eighty. 
The word 


"score" came from the practice of notch- 
ing a stick when one had counted to 
twenty. In the Maya dialects of Cen- 
tral America the word for twenty is the 
same as for man. 
It represented his 


value in mathematical calculations. 


The Chiquito language of Bolivia has 


no numerals. The people cannot even 
count 
Their minds cannot grasp the 


idea of number. The Papuans of Torres 
Strait have names only for one anel two. 
The Bushmen of Australia count only 
;o three. 
A recent traveller on the 


plains of Gran Chaco, in South Amer- 
ca, met a chief who could not count his 
fingers. This illustrates pretty well the 
condition of the human mind in man's 
owest state. 


An early Greek writer on arithmetic 


says that "Agamemnon was so ignorant 
of the names of numbers as not to know 
that he had two feet." This statement 
was, no doubt, too strong, but it is clear 
that the idea of number came slowly to 
the Greek mind as compared with the 
idea of form.— Youth's 'Companion. 


Very Funny. 


An amusing device that produced un- 


bounded fun for a party storm-bound in 
a small village, was what, to fit in with 
the prevailing nonsense of the plan, was . 
called a "soiree tnusicale operetta." 
Early in the day each person selected 
some tune to which he sang, or tried 
to sing, everything he wished to say. 
Many were the slides, slurs and rolling 
"r's" required to make a request for a 
book or other article to fit the air of 
"Home, Sweet home," or a remark on 
the violence of the storm to fit the 
sweet cadences of "Annie Laurie." 
Particularly comical were the remarks 
of the "Red. White and Blue" man,who 
was much given to solemn utterances, 
quito out of keeping with the tune he 
had selected.

NswYonK, Feb. 14,— At 4 o'olook 


Ibis morning a great change took place 
in General Sherman's condition and it 
WB believed tint be was fast approaoh- 
ing hie end. His family were all sum- 
moned and gathered about life bedeide. 
Those who were present at tliathonr 
Were Dra. Aloiaudur sud Green, Sena 
toe Sherman, p. T. Sherman, Lieuten- 
ant ThaokAra, LieutenantFitob, Private 
Secretary Barrett, Gen. Thomas E*iEg,~ 
Mrs. Thaekfira, Mrs, Fitoh, Mies Lizzie 
and Mies Rachel Sherman, and Mra 
Colgate Hoyt. At that hoar General 
Sherman was feverish and seemed very 
uneasy and his breathing WM labored 
and rapid. From then nntil 636 there 
was no sign of life aboat the haute. At 
3:30 Secretary Barrett Bent a meo-age to& 


Dr. Green, stating that the general bad 
bad another relapse and the doctor ar- 
rived at the Sherman mansion immedi- 
ately afterward. Mr. Barrett then came 
to tb« door and said to a reporter, "The 
general baa just had a very alarming at 
taok and we fear Htattbe end IB ap- 
proaching. The trouble is doe to the 
ooogoBted condition of Lis longs and 
alter a violent fit of eonghing in whisk 
b« seemed to suffer great pain, he had 
an alarming sinking torn. Dr. Alexan- 
der told us to eend for everybody, M 
there wae no telliug how long he might 
in and now we are waiting for Dr.

The news of the death of General 


Sherman was conveyed to the reporters 
ay the policeman who stood outride the 
house. Shortly after, 1:50 p. m. a ser- 
vant came from the bonne and told the 
officer that the general had passed away. 
Some doubt as to tho authenticity ot the 
report was expressed, bnt the officer said 
it was official. None of the family oame 
from tho house. Word was sent in to 
young Mr. Sherman, who returned 
word that he would not be able to give 
ont anything about tho death of bia 
Father for two hours; From Secretary 
Barrett it was learned that General 
Sherman had remained unconscious to 
the last, dying with no visible signs of 
pain. 


The general pawed away without 


speaking to any member of his family, 
who were gathered about tho bed. The 
four daughters were present and bis 
son, P. T. Sherman, and also the 
attending physicians.

?or his work at Shilohhe was especially 
complimented in the official report of 
General Grant He was next mode n 
major general of volunteers, and dis 
iognubed himself at Memphis, the 
campaign of Vioksbnrg aud at ShDoh, 
congress thanking him for bia services 
a the Chattanooga campaign. In July, 
1B63. he was made a brigadier-general, 
and when General Grant took command 
of the armies of the United States ho 
ilaoed General Sherman in charge of 
bo military division of the Mississippi. 
April 10, 1864, he received his foal in- 
tractions to move against Atlanta. 
The campaign of the ensuing 'months 


ending in the capture of Atlanta Sep 
ember 3 and the famous march to the 
ea and tho capture of Savannah on 
December 21 are known the world over. 
Its march of 300 miles in twenty-four 
days and his opening of communication 
with the United Statea float earned for 
him a second vote of thanks from con- 
gress. 


From Savannah General Sherman 


started northward through the Atlantic 
«tates, oompelliog the evacuation ol 
Aarleaton, entering Colombia, oapttir- 
Jng Bkteigh and Goldtoboro. Then tbe 
news eame of the surrender of Lee, and 
hostilities owed. 


From Jane 27, 1866, to March 3, 1869. 


3eneral Sherman waa in charge of thv 
department of tbe military division of 
he Miesbsippi. with headquarters at 
8t Louis. Upon the appointment of 
Grant aa general he became lieutenant 
pnenlj and when Grant became presl 
dent Sherman attained the rank of gen- 
eral, the highest in the United States 
army. In November, 1871, he made a 
tour of Enrope, and was everywhere re- 
ceived with marked honors.

A section of the big redwood tree for 


exhibition at the World's Fair at Ulii- 
t-ago is from the largest and most per- 
fect "Big Tree" iu California, cut for 
tae purpose from the mammoth forest 
in Tulare County, California. It meas- 
ures DU foot in" circumference at the 
base. The height of this monster speci- 
men was ;J12 foot, being 172 to tho 
lirst limb, which limb measures three 
feet-in diameter. Tho treo is supposed 
to bo nearly 3,1)00 yearn old, takutj 
each concentric ring to be of ono year's 
growth. It is takeu from an altitude 
of <i,:ti!5 feet above tho sea level, and 3 
miles from tlio nearest railroad, 


As this tree was takeu from the 


midst of a dense forest, it was found 
necessary to build a road for four 
miles, ua nothing but a trail existed, 
leading from tho tree into the country 
road.

Last win- 
ter Mr. Franklin Dvo, Secretary of tho 
Now Jersey State Hoard of Agriculture 
was before the McKlnloy committee, am 
told the high-tariff solono about the 
decay of agriculture In tils Stato.

How Tbey ore Manned and the Work 


Done in Them. 


Nearly every railroad iu the United 
lates carries, at least once u dny, one or 
ore men whose business it is to receive, 


sort, and deliver tbe mnil gathered at the 
owns aloug or near that road. 


If there is littlo work to be done, ono 


man does it alone, in a small room built 
n a part of tho baggage-car or smoking 
car. At the business increase*, two or 


ore men work together, having a whole 


car for their accomodution. 
This car is 


rawn directly behind the engine, so that 
leronhall be no ucuuiion for any passing 
hrough it. 
With still more buitincM 


Kstwccn the lariru cities, two or more cars 
c run; until between Now York and 
lucago wo have a whole train run ex- 
unively for tho mail service, made up 


of five, can* and worked by twenty men. 
A line of railroad between two cities, 
used in this way, for sorting the mull, ix 
called an "K. 1». O.," i. <•., "Iluilway 
Post-Otlice " nnd tliero is an iminenxo 
number of such in thu country, taking 
their names from tho chief offices on the 
Hue.

On all tho moro Important lines there

If thu run is n short 
ono with but littlo mail, one man docs 
the work alone, running every dnv, and 
usually having several hours to rent at 
ono «nd of tho road or the other. Where 
the run is long enough, so that the trip 
taken all da}', there will be four sets of 
men. One man, or set of men, 
starts at 


ooo end of the run, and covers the entire 
lino, meeting the other somewhere on 
tlic route, nnd returning the next day. 
When these men have worked a week, 
they go homo to rest a week and the 
others take their places. 
Such is the 


arduous nature of the work, the strain to 
mind and twdy, and particularly to eye- 
sight, from working all day long in tho 
constant jar and rattle, that lew men 
would be able tj. retain a place were it 
not for thcsR periods of rest.— [St. Nich- 
olas.

spiritual cnvi-giL's. The most people that 
I know art-strung In proportion to the 
Dumber uf snow banks they had to climb 
over or push t]iruu"h In childhood, while 
tliolr fathers drovo tho sled loaded with 
logs through the crunching drifts high 
as tho fonci's. 


At this season of the ycnr whonwa ara 


BO familiar with the snow, those frozen 
vapors, thusn falling blossoms of th« 
sky, tliosu wliltu angels of tho atmos- 
phere, those IWJOITIS of tho Btorm, thoso 
Juris and Odyssuys of tho wintry tem- 
pest. I turn over tho leaves of my Bible 
and—thong!, must of It was written in a. 
clime where snow seldom or never foil— 
I llnd many 
of 
these congelations. 


Though the writers may seldom or never 
havo felt the f old touch of tho snowflake 
ou their clieel.', they had in Bight two 
moantains, tho tops of which wero sug- 
gestive. Othur kings sometimes take oB

The ilrst tlmo wo llnd a deep fall of 


snow In tho Biblu is wuere Samuol de- 
scribes a tight between Benaiah and a 
lloo Ib a pit, and though tho snow may 
nave crimsoned under tlio wounds of 
both man and brute, the shaggy monster 
rolled over dead, and the giant was victor. 
But tho snow Is not fully recognized In 
tho Bible until God Interrogates Job, the 
scientist, concerning its wonders, saying, 
"Hast tlioo entered into tho treasures of 
tho snow?" 


rather think that Job may havo ex- 


amined tho snowflako with amicroscope; 
for, 
although It Is supposed that the nl- 


croscobo Was Invented long after Job's 
time, there had been wonders of glass, 
long before tho microscope and telescope 
of later day wcro thought of. So long 
ago as when tho Coliscuin was In Its full 
splendor. Nero sat ID theomperor's box 
of that great theater, which hold a hun- 
dred thousand people, and looked at tha 
combatants through a gem in his finger* 
ring which brought everything close up 


Four hundred years before Christ, ID 


the stores at Athens, were sold powerful 
glasses called "burning spheres," and 
Layard, the explorer, found a magnify* 
Ing glass amid the ruins of Nineveh and 
In 
the paloco of NltnrodL Whether 


through magnifying Instrumunt or with 
unaided eye I cannot say, but I am aura 
thai Job somehow went through the gal- 
lories of tho snowflake aud counted its 
pillars and found wonders, raoturea, 
mysteries, theologies, majesties, Infflnl- 
tles walking up and down Its corridors, 
as a result of tho question which the 
Lord had asked him, "flastthou entered 
Into tha treasures of tho snow?" 


Oh, It Is a wonderous meteor! Hum- 


boldt studied Ib In tho Andes, twelve 
thousand twit above tho level of the sea. 
De Bausattro reveled Among these meteors 
In thtt Alps, and Dr. Scorcsby counted 
falaoty-slx Varfeths ot snowflake amid 
the arctics. They are In shape of star*,

BREAKING IN COLTS. 


THE SYSTEM OF TO-DAY AND 


THAT OP FOKMEB YEARS. 


Cruel Then, Kind How—What a 


Well-known Horse Breeder Saya 
on the Subject— Training- Begins 
Almost from Birth. 


Tbe ways iwd meutis of breaking a 


young colt tu saddle or hurness have uu 
dergoue radical cliiiii»cs during the pus 
generation. A few years ago the brcuk- 
ingof aTOiinj; colt wiis attended with 
downriglU cruelty. It usually took s«v- 
crul months to reduce u spirited nninia 
to subjection. About the first lesson tho 
colt that w;is unfortuiiato enough to have 
been born n generation ayo was taught, 
wiis to met usud to a bit und curb. A 
rough bit, larger and strongct than those 
iu ordinary use, was usually selected for 
tbe purpose. This was placed in tht 
colt's mouth for the llrat tirnt-, as a mutter 
of course, with diftieulty. The head was 
reined tightly hack, cruully so, to astout 
surcingle. Tho animal was made to 
suffer this torture for several hours a day 
forthc liratfew weeks after the breakiiig- 
in process had ducn begun. A long line 
was then attached to the bridle which 
held the bit and curb in place. The line 
was usually about fifty feet long. 
The 


colt was then taught by the aid of a 
whip In the hands of a man, usually on 
horseback, to run round a circle or ring. 
One man held the line while another 
manipulated the whip. When the colt 
showed signs of subjection he was taught 
to carry a weight on his buck, if the colt 
was meant for riding purges. If the 
animal wa> to be broken to harness only, 
a regular names) of more than usual 
strength-was placed upon him. With 
this new indignity the young horse was 
mode to trot uround the ring until 
thoroughly subdued. 


A pair ,of reius were attached to the 


bridle during thu last part of the circus 
ring portion of the coil's education. 
These were held by the man on horse- 
back. Thecolt was thus gradually taught 
the use of the bit arid reins. 
The 


line wnselowlybutsurclyslackened aud 
finally abandoned. The colt was then 
driven by the aid of the reins only. 
When the animal began to show a 
knowledge of what was required of him 
and would answer to the iisiml pressure 
on tlie ruins, he was sudd led or harnessed 
to a vehicle, aa the case- might require, 
and he received the finishing touches of 
accustoming him to carry some one on 
liis bjick or get used to having a vehicle 
attached to him. The colt was uot 
considered properly broken until lie was 
reduced to absolute submission and 
jcnerully what spirit he h»d, entirely 
lubdued. To accomplish this, actual 
barburity was l"re<|ueiitly resorted so. It 
was not customary to tame the animal by 
petting him before the breaking in was 
jcgun. The colt was generally unused 
io Laving any one around him. and it not 
Infrequently occurred that he was taken 
from the paddock at from 2 to a years of 
age, without having had even a halter 
attached to him. The system now in use 
by the majority of the large breeders 
ind owners of horses differs materially 
from the old, and now happily almost 
obsolete, method of breaking a colt The 
colt's education beirins almost the day 
after it. is born. Owners and trainers 
try to teach their horses to obey them 
through love and not fear. It is seldom 
that extreme or harsh measure* are 
required to bring a colt to subjection. 


By uniform kfndnc** from its earliest 


infancy a colt becomes accustomed to 
have men around him without fear or 
dread. The actual work of breaking a 
colt begins soon after it is weaned. One 
of the largest breeders of thoroughbred 
stock in this country »avs: 


"I always Inipren upon my trainer 


and KtablcltoyK the fact that It is abso- 
iitely ncmxory to be gwillc and kind to 
,h« horses in their charge. I have over 
200 brood mans aud colts on oi.o of tny 
Western farms. I can go into tho centre 
ofa largo paddock and by blow inn a 
whistle nil tho animals in the enclosure 
will come to me on a gallop. They have 
10 fear, tliti brood mam and young colts 
alike will nib their noaux against mo and 
show a strnng liking for a pat on tho face 
or oil the nec-k. 
1 have all tho colls 


taught by the stable boys to like to be 
bruihcd, nnd oven to put up their feet 
when required to do so. I believe that 
a shooing smith would hunt no trouble 
n shooing one of my yearling*. They arc 
alt taught to wear harness In-fore any at- 
tempt In made to break them. Thoyaro 
not hitched to a vehicle until they ore 
horoughly used to the gearing that they 
will have to wear. 
Wh«n they are 


about 2 ycnra old I have them harnessed 
o a light rood wagon and driven for a 
hurt dislaucu. This, as a matter ol 
conno, ix not done until they havo be- 
come thoroughly used to wearing harness 
about the paddock, loose box or stall 
or wherever tbcy arc kept until they are 
ready to Iw broken. If they show any 
lervousncus or became fractious tho 
Irstfcw times they arc driven I always 
ry to coax 
anil pet them to stib- 


niufon. It not Infrequently happens 
hat this in a somewhat difficult thing to 
accomplish. It ban always been my cx- 
icrlcnce among horses that more can be 
lone by kimlncsB, coupled with firmness, 
ban by resorting to harsh measures. A 
horse thut has been broken by kind treat- 
ment is worth much more than an ani- 
mul that has had bis spirit and sometimes 
veil his heart broken with harsh treat- 
ment. I usually have my colts driven a 
hort distance every day tor a week. They 
re then turned out for a mouth, or even 
moici, and taken up and drfvf-n ivnin for 


few days orawcek. Ifind that tbo colts 
inprove more in speed in this way and 
hey do not appear to forget the little 
hat has been taught them. I have tried 
ccoping them up altogether after they 
havo been driven, but they don't appear 
0 improve as rapidly an those that arc 
riven occasionally until they are quite 
>roken, I think the old system of not 
llowinb-any one to pet or aircss a colt or 
broodmare was wrong. Nearly, if not 
11, breeders now try to have their horses 
as tame aa possible. This is especially 
Lo case with foals. 
Ol course, there are 


oraes that arc possessed of tempers that 
oihing but extreme measures can sub- 
uc, but 1 tbink that a colt can be taught 
o doalmoat all that may be required of 
im by kind but firm treatment. 
"Kindness will cause a colt to lose all 


ensc of fear and nervousness when in 
our presence, and tins is the chief ob- 
ftclc to be surmounted in the education 
f a colt to the use of either saddle or 
larncss." — [New York Evening Sim.

THE LAND FOG. 


A Curious Phenomenon Alarms Cali- 


fornia Agriculturists. 


A curious meteorological phenomenon 


which has caused much comment ammi" 
old-time weather prophets is a laud ft..^ 
covering with its dingy yellmv veil the 
waters, of the upper buys, their couiiect- 
iug straits aud the upper adjacent hill* 
and valleys c»f Contra Costa aud Solano 
counties. 


From the high points of this city the 


dingy hue of dense fog can be seen, when 
all is clear hero, overlying tlie hills back 
of the San Pablo valley, and tapering 
down to a thin point at Point Concha . 


"This sort of fog," explained an old 


Contra Costa rancher to a Chronicle 
reporter, "always indicates a dry vear. I 
have never known it to fail in t^c last 
thirty year* that I hove been ranching in 
the buy counties that such a fog coming 
along iu the holiday season was always 
followed by an extremclv dry spell in 
January, February and March. * 


"I wus ranching just buluw the village 


of Sau Pablo, on the San Pablo creek, in 
18BIMW, the famous 'dry vear' iu Cali- 
fornia history. Well, we had just such a 
Fog then, lasting; for n couple of weeks. 
Tho valley, was then settled by native 
Califyrnians, who iuimedmtuiv began to 
cry 'auo 5eco' or drv war. I "took their 
advice. My land was low-lying udobe 
which, owing to its dampness, was con- 
sidered late urmiiid and seldom seeded 
until March or cvvn April. 1 hired fill 
the twiins 1 could, uud by the middle ot 
January bad 100 acres in bsirley. I got 
all the advantage of the little rainfall, 
nnd when crops were u failure generally 
throughout the state I harvested 2,~iWt 
quintals of barley, which I sold at 4 cents 
a ponml. making the neut little sum of 
*10,OW. That <lrv vear wus a godsend 
to me. 


"It was just the same ut 1870-77. 


That wus an extremely dry year, and the 
same heavy vellow fog hung over the 
Sau I'ablo nnd Suismi bays. 
Depend 


upon it, tbe season from now on will be 
a dry one. and farmers cannot get their 
seed in the ground too carlv to take ad- 
vantage of what little' rain may fall."

any connection between dry years und n 
fog such as thtr prvsent one. * A peculiar 
condition of the atmonphere and the 
wind currents cauncs the mists which 
gather from Suiimn bay, tho Sacrameuio 
and San .Toaquin rivers and their tribu- 
tary sloughs to ucttlo along the CarquincJ! 
foothills, forming what is termed u land 
fog, as ft does not comu direct from the 
ocean.-— [Bon Francisco Chronicle.

The operation of making matches 


from a pine log may be divided iuto 
four heads, viz.. preparing tbe splints, 
dipping tbe matches, box-making, anil 
filling. .When the timber U brought 
into the cutting room ot the factory it 
is seized upon by a gang of men, who 
place it before a circular saw, where it 
is cut into blocks fifteen inche* long, 
which is the length of seven matches. 
It is tken freed of ita bark and taken to 
tUe turning-lathe, where, by means of a 
special form of fixed cutting-bond run- 
ning, its entire length, a continuous 
tool, the thickness of a match is cut 
off. 
As tba block revolves and de- 


creases in diameter, the knife advances, 
and a band of veneer of uniform thick- 
ness ia obtained. As the veneer rolls 
off the knife it is met by eight small 
knives, which cut it into seven separate 
bands, each the ler.gth of a match. By 
this one operation, seven lone ribbons 
of wood, each the length and thicknesss 
of a match, are obtained. These are 
then broken into pieces tux feet long, 
the knotty parts removed, and they are 
then fed into a machine which looks 
and acta like a straw-chopper, which 
cuts 'them into single matches. Tho 
machine cute 
150 bands at 
the 


same time, and a mechanical device 
pushes th«3* forward the thickness of a 
match at' eacn stroke of .the cutter. 
This littlo machine with ita .one sharp 
knife can ont over 10,000,000 matches a 
day. 
Prom the cutting room the 


splints »ro taken to the dry room, 
where they are placed in revolving 
drums, which absorb all the moisture 
the splints may contain. They are 
then prepared for the dipping process, 
which is a very important operation.

clot the heads of the other splints. To 
do this they are placed under an in* 
gonloualy constructed machine, which 
aeems to work with almost human in- 
telligence, and are caught up and 
placed closely, but at regular intervals, 
into a dipping frame. Those frames 
contain forty-four movable laths, and 
between each lath tho machine places, 
with clock-work regularity, fifty splints 
making over 2,000 splints in each 
fraioe. The beads of the spliota are 
all on the same level, and ^aingle at- 
tendant at each machine o^^V*7«r 
1.000,000 splints in tba fra^B..!.

To most persona a shark is a shark, 


as a mackerel is a mackerel. Yet more 
than 1-10 Biwcios of this creature have 
be»n claasilitid already, arid doubtless 
others yet remain unnamed, if not un- 
known. Though some species, even of 
the largest, are comparatively barmlesa, 
the shark is of all creatures which swim 
tbe seas the most hated and dreaded by 
Bailors. Tim is a cane when an open 
countenance does not inspire confi- 
dence, says a writer in tbo TouW* 
Companion. 


No general description will apply to 


all the species of the animal; bnt there 
are certain characteristics which maka 
it easy to recognize the shark when- 
ever seen. 


The characteristic which will make 


the deepedt impression, if opportunity 
is given, is the tooth. A uingle shark 
month haa sometimes nix rows of teeth 
in the upper jaw and four in the lower. 
Usually they are in tbe form of an 
isosceles triangle— sharp-pointed, some- 
times straight, sometimes curved, some- 
times smooth, and sometimes serrated, 
orintheformofasaw'Hteetb. Tothese 
are attached muscles, by means of wbich 
the teeth are made to stand erect when 
the shark ia about to seize bis prov. 
At other times they lie flat in tha 
month. 


The teeth of many living speeiea an 


qnite large, bnt even the largest am 
small in comparison with those otaomut 
gigantic fosail shark. I have a tooth, 
given me by a fisherman who procured 
it at Gape Brenton, which is four and 
one-half inches across tho base, while 
the slant height is about six inches. It 
is supposed tbat the species from which 
it came waa at least seventy-five feet in 
length. What execution a full set of 
sncb teeth mnat have done! 


But the most striking cbaracteriatio 


of the shark is the tail, which is very 
muscular and peculiar in shape. The) 
upper lobe ia usually much longer that 
thelower, and is scythe-shape. The 
tail is the animal's chief propelling in- 
strument, acd is powerful enough to en- 
able its possessor to swim with groat 
rapidity. 


The so-called backbone of the shark 


LI riot true bone, but cartilage, and this 
fact establishes its relations to the saw- 
fish. The bodv of the shark is cylind- 
rical in form, tapering toward the tail. 
It has no scales, and its skin is as rough 
as sandpaper, instead of wbich it k 
sometimea used. Under the name of 
"hhagreeu" this substance U used to 
cover boxes, instrument caaea, and the 
handles of swords. The snout of some 
species U very pointed iu wbich COM 
the nostrils are half-way between tb* 
point aud tbe month. 


Unlike most fishn, tbe shark haa not 


gill covers, but breathes throngh five 
sht* on each side of the head. Th* 
action of the heart is very alow, ia 
some species beating only about eight 
times in a minute. This makes it 
tenacious of life, even wben aevexelT 
wounded. 


Sharks have power to .went their food 


from afar, and the smell of blood serve* 
gratly to increase their ferocitv. A 
favorite food with them is the cuttfefial.. 
but tbey are far from being f-tidiou.; 
and seem ready to appropriate not only 
everything edible, but son* thing, 
which are not
